It is porteclly immaloriul 
what the Bubjeot matter may bo ; their 
whole being eeems to speak ; honco, 
pddple the most unedncated carry 
oonviotiOD to their hearerH, when men 
dealing in the.ohoioest langaago, en- 
riched by every trope and figure \hiU. 
deep reading or the oloeet study of 
the fine arta can bestow on the tipeaker> 
cannot prodaoe a tithe of the .impress 
aion. Many of oar readers will ro- 
mcmbor Gongh the temperance leo- 
torer who created qaite a senaation by 
his powerful eloqaenoe in advancing 
that worthy cause. We learn by the 
last mall that a relormod burglar has 
taken to preaching, and has thrown 
the colobratod Spurgoon quite into tho 
shade ; ladies go to enjoy the InQti- 
enco of hl8 powerful language ub thoy 
formerly wont to bo inosmerised, and 
enjoy all the delights of fainting fits 
and hyBterics to tboir hearts' coniont. 
Thus it will bo soon that a man out of 
luck may do a groat doal of injury by 
persuading his hcarera that miHfortutic 
is Bare to happen to the town or com- 
munity in which ho has not been ubio 
to succeod ; his Uatonora are apt to 
forget that his opinion is generated in 
his monstroua egotism, and is nowhere 
else to be found j thoy aro carriod 
away by his persuasivo oloqueuco 
that comes from the very bitterness of 
bis heart — the precise reflex of hiH 
feelings at the moment. Looking at 
the matter as seen at this moment, too 
reader will come to a very proper con- 
olnsion in classing such people as both 
unprincipled and heartless ; in order 
to enjoy a vent for their own feelings 
they make a point of misleading all 
those who are not prepared by ezpori 
«noe for saoh senseless outbursti. 
Many a poor fellow has felt the evil 
ooQseqaences of giving hood to those 
croakers] in having left a position 
wbero' he was doing conriparatively 
well, and where be bad formed associa- 
tions that were thas lost to him for- 
ever. Let oar citizens look out for 
croakers in all ranks of life, tboy arc 
always dangerous j thoy are people 
who would enrich themsolves even if 
at the exponso of every virtue ; they 
are modern Neros, and would play up 
a merry jig if tho wholo ciiy 
was burning and those neighbors who 
had conferred so many kindnosees upon 
them were being thrust into the street 
in hopeless beggary. Snch people have 
been regaling the leiges with predictions 
aboat the desolating effects upon us of 
the creation of the great city at the other 
Bide of the Sound. It is to act like the 
loadstone mountain on Sinbad the Sailor's 
Bbip; It will draw tho last remnants of 
Our population from us; our whisky will 
be nndrank, and our clnma remain un- 
opened I If people would give thera'« 
selves time to think, tbey would see the 
absnrdity of such random assertions; 
instead of oar popalatioa decreasmg by 
the formation of a uousiderablo town on 
the other side, we shall most assuredly 
be largely benefitted. Business people 
may erect stores and trade on the other 
side. But on the other hand with a 
different form of Government and our 
tariff so modlDed as to make this iilace 
as near as may be a Frek Pokt^ u e 
shall do tho largest ljusiuess of any com- 
munity North of Sail Franeiseo, tlio 
completion of tlic llailway being of as 
much advantage to tliis port as any 
other place. It is of no use in our Ameri- 
can neighbors trying to blink tho fact — 
they can't do without us; our harbors, 
coal, assortments of European goods, and 
by and by our facilities for the repair ol 
large vessels, will make us the centro of 
attraction, and so far from any town on 
the Sound drawing away our iuhabitauls 
it will have tho reverse effect; every man 
or firm who has n place of business of 
any magnitude on tho Sound will be com- 
pelled, for bis or their own interest, to 
replenish stocks of some description of 
goods here. Our bosiness streets will 
Boon be thronged with bosiness men , and 
the voices of the croakers will be drowned 
In the basy bom of trade. With a good 
example, they may reform and apply 
their time and talent to their owe and 
tbe'general welfare.

'1' hi) News simply re- 
fers to it "as a vaguj gonorality about 
dealing wiih nations as equitably as 
tho law requires thatindividualsshould 
doal with oanh other, ' and tho bint 
that if others depart from the rule of 
rcs|)ecliiig all rights, wo may bo com- 
pelled lo follow tlio piecodont, ia con>- 
sidercd as saying so little that the Eng- 
lish people must wait for further dec* 
larutiona from the Administration in 
order to know its opinions.

IbL' John Bright was a Weloliman by birlb, 
hvi], as our iiiformaiit sajf, "as fioe a man as 
lie (!ver nicl u-ilh." His wife was a Ctiiliau 
lady, which iifcourits fur thu long (1 iwinij 
curly hair that was ol served on Itie remalos. 
They had five chiKiroii niib them — two gills 
and thicu buys, tbe eldest boy about 12 
yoara ol age, and also a servant gitl. It 
will bo reraembsicd that tbe body of the 
aervant girl was not among tbose foond, and 
it is veil known that Indians never k U 
cbiidren, so that there is reason lo believe 
Ihut Iho f;irl and children are slill living and 
in the hands of the sava^ea These fuels 
may be relied on, and require very litlle 
cciiaideraiiiin lo int clear ly lo what our 
citizens have to do. We have hecn informed 
that our duly bs white men is perfeotlj 
uoders'ood by some of our lellow ci'izenp, 
to the Dumbor of 50, who are prepared with 
Henry rilles and ^ix-ebootars to go up to tbe 
scene of the marders and wipe ont tbe whole 
tribe ol murderers ; and this may yet be 
dons if tbe Exccalive does not proceed at 
«nce to administer summary juetioe for this 
terrible crime. At this same point on the 
coast, tbe Kin^Qabcr, tiiea tbe Alpha, and 
now the John Bright were lost; how many 
more no one can lel'. Vessrb in going out 
Jiof the Straits, if met by a .Southweet gale, 
would be driven precisely ou that part of 
the beach where t'lo wreck of the John 
Bnght DOW lien. fchoulJ uiiy hcfeiiation be 
shown by ibo Government in dispatching tbe 
force rcqui'iita to punish tbe savagei", the 
expedition above named will be at onoo' or- 
gmized, and the whole tiiba, mustering some 
309 adults, made food for the oiows. It is 
the intention of the volontgers, if their plaos 
should be carried oat, that the Indian child- 
ren belonging to the tribe should be brought 
down here and aflorded Christian inBtruction. 
Vh stroDfcly recommend that u limit be 6xed 
for tbe time allowed the Kxeculive for 
action, and ut the termination, let our people 
vindicate their white blood and cbriftian 
teaching and rush ofl to the reecue of the 
poor lumbj who arc beasved to be now in 
the ehnvs of these wild beasts. A large 
expediiion was formed and proceeded to Bute 
Inlet to avenge the death of the workmen 
□nd packers who were butchered there. Gov^ 
ernor Seymour accompanied that force and 
doubtless saw that the ends ol justice were 
aitiioed. If his presence was necessaiy 
thoni it is much more po now, when there are 
while Idren to bo lescncd and a long liiit 
of crimes to ho atoned for. rho locality to 
(1)6 reached is close to our doors and will not 
"be productive o( expense or inconvenionce, as 
tb* war vessels can go straight to the ypot 
imd the difficulties of pursuit, if the s.ivagob 
take to lliiiht, will bo nothing to speak of. 
Vengeance (luick and sura must bo dealt, il 
by the haiida oi t'lo lOxecutive so much the 
better; but delay would now be ciiminal.
